The Senate took the proper course 
in allowing the repeal of Section 98 of 
the Criminal code on the ground that 
it was a matter upon which the gov¬ 
ernment had a clear mandate. The 
section was inserted in the Act as a 
consequence of the Winnipeg riots 
which were intended as a revolution 
but failed in that effect. It is a prohi¬ 
bition of seditious utterance and mem¬ 
bership of illegal associations and a 
large,, majority of the Senate approv¬ 
ed the Section. It is believed, too, that 
several members of the government 
would have been delighted if the re¬ 
peal measure had been rejected by the 
upper house, but during the elections 
last year Rt. Hon. Mackenzie King an¬ 
nounced that if he-came into power 
he'would repeal the Section. The Sen¬ 
ate, therefore repressed its own con¬ 
victions in deference to the expressed 
verdict of the electors. If that had 
been the only issue, the verdict would, 
we believe, have been different. Mo 
well-disposed person need have any 
fear of Section 98. It would never 
restrict his actions or his freedom of 
speech. While Mr. King has carried 
out his pledge, he has by another 
amendments given malcontents to un¬ 
derstand that it is still unwise to loose 
Wild tongues against constitutional 
authority.

THESE SEVERE AFFLICTIONS 

Although the end is not yet, and we may come out safe¬ 
ly before the season is over, no one can say that we have 
not taken quite an amount of grief in the past two or 
tlyee weeks. Farmers of the district With thirty years ex¬ 
perience, say they have never actually seen a drought until 
this June. Indirectly we can perhaps take some comfort in 
that statement. A district that is visited by only one real 
drought in many decades of farm history has’ been on the 
whole, a favored spot. 

But that does not help the situation at the moment, and 
the outlook at time of writing is not hopeful either for 
wheat or feed. However those who have lived longest are 
the least sure that we may not yet stage a comeback. They 
have had so many experiences of niiraculous recovery, that 
they are inclined to modify any dire predictions. A propor¬ 
tion of the grain may have suffered beyond substantial de¬ 
velopment, but the wise men say: “We have seen miracles. 
We may not get our usual crop, but the chance is we will 
have plenty of feed before the season is over, and a fail 
amount of grain.” 

The trouble is we live not only in the present but also the 
future. We either anticipate the best or the worst and so 
rarely either happens. We are not only weathering the dry 
ing winds and bleaching sun, but we have gone on in oui 
minds into a harvestless fall and a barren winter. We try 
to carry the whole future as well as the present, because 
we seem to be constituted that way; 

There is no denying that the past few weeks have been 
exhausting not only to the fields and the gardens but to 
human beings. Man’s grief is not only for his own predica¬ 
ment, but also for the valiant struggle of growing things. 
The fields and the gardens made such a brave start, but out 
in the country particularly, they have been tormented and 
parched, and man can come to their rescue only in a feeble 
way. These is something sad in watching any living thing 
that does not thrive, be i.t flower, vegetable, grain or ani¬ 
mal. 

But nature may relent and there may still be time to re¬ 
cover a good return on the season’s planting. Nature can 
be as kind as she can be cruel. Her moods are unpredict¬ 
able, and her capacity for restoration unlimited. 

In the meantime there may be something in those words 
we learned in early youth: “These severe afflictions, not 
from the ground arise. .But oftentimes Celestial benedic¬ 
tions assume this dark disguise.” 

SOVIET AND DEMOCRACY 

l nder Russia’s proposed new constitution there will be a 
House of Commons elected by direct-and secret ballot on 
the basis of one deputy to 250,000 voters—voters being Ev¬ 
eryone over 18 years of age, the coming of age in Russia. 
This will give the peasant equal voting power with the 
city people, the present proportioayn^fft'-feeqigone Soviet 
representative to 25,000 city dwellers and forl25,000 rural. 
Another body corresponding to our Senate will sit separate 
!y and will consist of delegates from the federated repub¬ 
lics and ti e minor autonomous republics which make up 
“all the Russias.” Both houses jointly will elect the Presi¬ 
dent. Both bodies will be elected for four years and will 
have the right to initiate and promulgate legislation.. 

The parliament’s two chambers will be known as the Su¬ 
preme Council of the I'niomand this Supreme Council will 
he all powerful, having authority to declare war, and ratify 
international agreements. When the two chambers fail to 
agree the President hqs power to call it a day and a new 
election is in order. There is a definite time limit put on 
the flow of oratory, two sixty-day sessions a year being re¬ 
commended. 

Judges will he elected for a three year term, and formal 
arrests must he preceded by a court order. Private proper¬ 
ty is promised full protection. , 

There is a clause expressly stating That women must 
h ave e qual -rights with men in all branches of “economic, 
■ultural, public and political life.” Work is also'spoken 
highly of, it being indicated that it is “the duty of every, 
able-bodied citizen in accordance with the principle that 
he who does not work does not eat.” Voting on the new 


back to the same old ballot box?” 


HAVE WE FORGOTTEN DOMINION DAY? 

“Have we forgotten Dominion Day?” This was the ques¬ 
tion verbally expressed, or in many people’s minds on the 
first day of July, Canada’s birthday. In this town, for in¬ 
stance, there was scarcely a sign by way of banners or 
flags to indicate any thonght or regard for the day. Prob¬ 
ably this was true also of other points where holiday cele- 
oratiohs did not actually demand a dressing up. One home 
in Cayley bravely bedecked with a banner “Canajja^drew 
great attention because it seemed almost uniqueTWorhc 
men were busy on the roads, with no regard for the one' 
noliday .that is distinctively Canadian. 

If Canadians from coast to coast, in every town and vil¬ 
lage, show no pride in the birthday of the Dominion, if they- 
do not recognize it by some symbol or.ceremony, are we 
as individuals deserving of our inheritance? There are 
very few of us guiltless in this disregard of our one na¬ 
tional holiday, and we seem to be growing more careless 
from year to year. 

This is just another phase of pur apathy in regard'to our 
Canadian history, especially the history of the last few de¬ 
cades. Me seem to have failed in inculcating a healthy 
national pride. That great vision of the fathers of Con¬ 
federation, which brought half a continent under one do¬ 
minion, which united separate, vastly different provinces 
under one parliament, is accepted too indifferently. The 
drama of the subsequent years of building and development 
commands all too little respect and admiration. There is 
surely some fair balance that might be struck between the 
ultra nationalistic spirit of many other countries, and the 
ndifference which seems to exist in Canada. 

It may be that the lack of a Canadian flag has something 
to do with this indifference. We have been fold frequently 
chat the Red Ensign which we used to fly so proudly, is not 
our national emblem, and that we have nothing to symbol¬ 
ize our status as a Dominion, or to commemorate the act 
of Confederation. It is doubtless true that if we had a 
ceal Canadian flag we would have more assurance and be¬ 
lief that we are a nation, and there might be that uprush 
of national consciousness that is needed. 

, Old stock Canadians are in no real danger of forgetting 
Dominion day; their indifference, is after all not funda¬ 
mental. But what impression do we make on new Cana- 
lidns? Many of these people are naturally demonstra¬ 
tive, swaypd by ppgeantry and color. Flags and symbols 
stand for something very real to them. They are loyal and 
valued Canadians, ready to embrace citizenship. But do 
older ( anad.ans do as much as they might in familiarizing 
these new citizens with the Canadian history, with the 
drama, vigor and vitality of our growth. Dominion day is 
the logical day for such celebrations.

Ollt STERN TASK MASTERS 

In the common, man to man sphere of life, if one man 
makes an error in accounting, or is forced to some little de¬ 
lay in meeting obligations, there is a certain amount of 
tolerance shown. The circumstances are usually regarded 
as having some hearing on the ultimate result, and allow¬ 
ance is made for jthe occasional human neglect or mistakes. 

No so with our civil servants—those high and far-off 
figures who dominate our lives, sending out their stem im¬ 
personal demands and exacting their pound of flesh, come 
weal or woe. 

All the new kinds of taxes enforced within the last two 
or three months, have naturally created some confusion 
amongst business men who are doing their well-trained 
best to apportion their earnings to the various outstretched 
hands. There is the raise to 8 per cent, in the Dominion 
sales tax, new 2 per cent, sales tax of the province, and a 
dozen new forms and circulars cluttering up the desks 
of all business men. And there must be no delay in mak¬ 
ing these returns. 

This is a time when officials, both of province and domin¬ 
ion would be well advised to exercise some patience and 
tolerance in the matter of returns of every sort. JCourtesy 
is appreciated, but is not always the rule. The grimness 
of purpose that characterizes civil servants in keeping af¬ 
ter the odd cent, makes one wonder why governments are 
ever financially embarassed. The multiplicity of bookkeep¬ 
ing and segregating of accounts, in one small office is al¬ 
most beyond belief. 

And another good reason why these stem taskmasters 
should show the occasional spark of humanity, is that they 
themselves so frequently make mistakes. Specialists in 
one line of work though they are, their errors are legion. 

They n*y accept it .as a fact that the average business 
man is so knocked about by demands and new regulations, 
that lie has little spirit*” left. He is quite honest in inten¬ 
tion, quite subservient to the inexorable demand of the tax 
collector. And his standard of efficiency seems to compare 
quite favorably with those who crack the whip.

Good Minimum 

Price Needed 

The setting of a fair minimum price 
for whqat by the Wheat Board is a 
matter of primary importance to Al¬ 
berta and Western Canada. The Al¬ 
berta Wheat Pool invites the co-oper¬ 
ation of all organized bodies who are 
interested in seeing this desired end 
brought about. It is also important 
that the Federal Government be im¬ 
pressed with the need for the contin¬ 
uation of the Wheat Board. 

The experience of 1935-36 crop year 
-hows that the setting of a reasonable 
minimum price provided a measure of 
protection for the wheat growers that 
could have been obtained in no other 
way. The Alberta Wheat Pool con¬ 
tends that the losses, if any, entailed 
are trivial as compared with the ad- 
vantrfges gained by providing pur¬ 
chasing power for the farmers of the- 
west. A drive to bring about lower 
wheat prices was frustrated hy the 
Wheat Pools in co-operation with the' 
Federal Government last year. M'hile 
the situation has changed somewhat 
and prospects appear brighter for im¬ 
proved prices this year, it is suggest¬ 
ed that the welfare of agriculture 
needs the steadying influence of a sub¬ 
stantial minimum price in order to 
offset adverse movements which may 
develop later on.
